Mr. Peterson has an optiom on sec- 
tion 10 at $350 an acre but had not ex- 
ercistd this opti up to Wednesday. 

Mr. Petersóñ did not inspect the 
property while the negotiations ` for 
its purchase were under way and al 
though he had visited Cañal Point and 
Pahokee, he had not been here since 
the Florida East Coast railroad built 
in. He came to Canal- Point Sunday, 
accompanied by Felix A. Whidden, who 
was manager of the W. J. „Conners 
Farms a few years ago. aes 

“No, I didn’t come up to’ look -at 
section 4 while I was dealing for it— 
sometimes if a man pauses too long to 
look things over somebody ‘else gets 
ahead of him," Mr, Peterson said, “I 
knew that at least one ‘other -nan 
wanted the land and had > tendered a 
binder payment. When W. L. McGriff, 
Mr. Conners’ representative, said it 
would take a one-fourth payment to 
hold the deal open, I made the pay-

Ballots sent to precincts in the Ev- 
erglades for the general election in 
November of last year did not have the 
names of two candidates whose right 
to places on the ballot was declared by 
a court. decision. Proper ballots, con- 


taining the names of all of the candi- 
dates, arrived at some of the Ever- 
glades precincts after the ‘polls were 


open and in at least one case were not 
used at all. 

The published Official call for a bond 
ecction that concerns the Everglades 
vitally did not provide for balloting at 
Canal-Point and no explanation wes 
made why the Canal Point precinct was 
omitted, ` The Everglades News would 
been glad to print an explanation 
without charge. As no explanation was 
tendered, this newspaper called atten- 
tion to the omission of Canal Point and 
this brought about the appointment of 
officers and the placing of a ballot box 
‘at this precinct. 


The Everglades. News did not call 
attention to the omission of, Lake 
Worth, leaving it to officials at the 


county seat to check their records when 
attention had been called to the mat- 
ter or to residents of Lake Warth to 
protect their interests, The omission of 
Lake Worth was ignored and therefore 
no election was held there. 

This, following the manner in which 
ballots were handled for the general 
clection, is bad business, It creates 
the impression that close watch has to 
be kept on the “county seat fellers,”

The manner in which 
dredges have been distributed’ through 
the district shows that the original 
plan is being adhered to.

Negro Quarters Needed 

Cost of getting tomatoes picked is 
more on East Beach than in other to- 
mato producing sections and is a hand- 
icap to making moncy, growers say.

Bill Drafted To Permit 
Wolfe Symes To Con- 
struct and Charge 


$| MOORE HAVEN OK’S 


Would Give Right Of 
Way 150 Feet Wide on 
Main and Branches 


A bill has been drafted for presen- 
tation to the legislature to authorize 
the construction of a toll road “starting 
at some convenient point several miles 
northwest of Miami, connecting there 
with some hard surfaced or paved 
strect or highway, running thence in a 
northwesterly direction, parallel or 
nearly parallel with the Miami canal, 
through the counties of Dade, Broward 
Palm Beack and Hendry to a point at 
or near the intersection of state public 
highway No, 26, in Hendry county, 
cast of the town of LaBelle, a distance 
of approximately: 100 miles.” 

A cértain Wolfe Symes of Miami is 
made the beneficiary of the proposed 
‘special legislation, The summary of 
the bill that is printed in the Miami 
News of Sunday does not say that right 
of eminent domain is authorized. 

It is further provided that the high- 
way be built “entirely on the southern 
or Southwestern side of the Miami 
canal, and at least one mile away from 
the canal.” 

Also that the same men at the same 
time “may also construct a branch toll 


road from int upon the main line 
of the sore toll road in Broward 


county at a t about 25 miles north- 
west of Mi: thence in an easterly 
direction about 25 miles’ crossing ‘the 
Miami canal to Fort Lauderdale.” 

The right of way of both the main 
road and the branch would be 150 feet, 
Toll rates named are; For pedes- 
trains or bicyclist one cent a mile; one 
horse vehicle with one passenger, one 
cent; two horse vehicle, two cents and 
half cent for cach additional passenger; 
cach one seated auto with driver, three 
cents and one cent for each one of ad- 
ditional occupants; autos with two or 
more seats, four cents, with one cent 
for passengers, exclusive of driver; 
truck, four-cents per ton weight; loose 
Stock, one-half cent per head. 

The bill provides for the purchase of 
the road by the state.after a period of 
ten years, `

Company's 
mill at Canal Point will*end Saturday. 
The mill's run started in. February. 

A passenger coach will be set out at 
the Florida East Coast railroad depot 
for colored cane cutters if the laborers 
want to make use of that accommoda- 
tion, About half of the field laborers 
came from Louisiana and the other 
half from Alabama and Georgia.

There Is Great Future 
For Production 


By G.“B. Mobberly of Plant City, Fla. 

‘After prospecting for land at Canal 
Point and Pahokee in company ° with 
Messrs, Revere and Nickles and before 
leaving our new-found friend, Mr. W. 
H. Venn, the writer made his way to 
The Everglades News office and ob- 
tained a copy of il 17 issue and 
upon opening the’ paper, found thè ed- 
itorial, column fi with the article 
marked “Why Var Is Limited” and 
noted just how all farmers are growing 
vegetables just as though their land 
would grow nothing else. 

The writer has done the same thing 
—have been wrestling with muck for 
four years and it is muck identically 
the same as that at Canal Point, the 
only difference being that 1 regulaté 
the water level. 

I called a halt ove day on vegetable 
growing, after examining some wild 
blackberries which grew around the 
edges of my muck, having found them 
free of all diseases and with a perfectly 
healthy root system. 

1 lost no time in'visiting several of 
the largest cultivated blackberry plant- 
ings that could be found, of the Flor- 
ida Marvel variety, and selected some 
of the very best growing stock and 
especially bearing stock only (a big 
item not to be overlooked in planting 


blackberries) 
J set out a lite over half an acre of 
selected heal} plants as a test patch 


and they ard. now loaded with fruit— 
big black luscious berries, with a heavy 
demand for them on the east and west 
coasts of Florida at the wholesale price 
to the men who distribute, of 20 cents 
Per pint or 40 cents in quart cups, 

While in Pahokee I talked cultivated 
blackberries to one farmer. His answer 
was, “Well, they won't do any good 
here because the water level is too 
high on this muck.” Right there he 
was wrong, for the water level ih my 
ditches under my blackberry plants is 
kept up higher than I saw the water in 
any ditches in the East Beach section. 
Tt is my fitm belief that your section 
will without a shadow of doubt grow 
these blackberries in a commercial way. 
‘You have the. soil suitable for growing 
these blackberries ‘and you, have the 
ure, which’ is very necessary at 
fruiting time and best of all you have 
on account cf your location frost pro- 
tection which mèy mean a crop of the 
berries two weeks earlier than any 
other section, Thus all the tourists 
could have a taste of berries before 
leaving for the north 

We find that in shipping these ber- 
ries in pony refrigerators, to the far 
north they „ with a keen de- 
mand for n we are able. to 
furnish, handle the enormous 
crops of these berries which your lands 
would make, some plans would have to 
be made to pool the crop for distribu- 
tion to the north, with a canning fac- 
tory to handle any surplus.

IMPROPER HANDLING 
BRINGS PRODUCTION 
LABORS TO NAUGHT 


x By Spud Johnson 

ry time I have been over to the 
station recently, where cucumbers are 
being loaded, I have seen somebody 
just grabbing the hampers and giving 
them a sling toward the rear of the 
car, letting them fall where they may 
and as hard as they may. Sometimes 
they are even "slung as recklessly from 
the wagon or truck into the entrance 
of the cars. 

Now, I realize that a cucumber has 
a pretty hard rind, and will stand some 
abuse, and that the fellows who are do- 
ing the loading are not going to eat 
them, anyhow. But the cucumbers are 
supposed to be eaten by somebody, else 
hey wouldn't be selling. And every 
time they are bruised, an opening is 
made for bacteria and fungi that ‘will 
cause the cukes to rot sooner or Tater, 
mostly. sooner, 

A rotten cucumber or a rotten any- 
thing else is not fit for consumption, 
and so we should try to avoid bruises 
that will cause rot. After we have 
worked as hard as we have to produce 
the crop, we should certainly take pains 
to see that it gets to the consumer in 
good shape. What is true of cucum- 
bers is Glso true of other crops. Often 
nails are lett projecting from the side 
of the packing cases, and every time 
the case is filled, one or more citrus 
fruit has beeni ruined. 

These losses are easily prevented, 
and their prevention is worth while. A 
good crop produced and marketed 
should be our aim, 


PLANT CANE AND: PICK 
TOMATOES AT GEERWORTH 


There was a shower at Geerworth 
Sunday afternoon but the amount of 
rain was not so great as to prevent 
picking of tomatoes the néxt morning, 
John S, Huck, manager of the Geer- 
worth Farms, said Monday when he 
came to.Canal Point to bring sacks in 
which to get sced cane from the Flor- 
ida Sugar & Food Products Company. 

About 40 acres of land has been pre- 
pared for planting-to sugar ‘cane at 
Geerworth and more cane may’ be 
planted later, Tops from cane stalks 
will be used for seed.
